EMBASSY'S TELEGRAM TO MRS. SULSKIENE ALSO SHOULD ASK THAT 
SHE WAIT UNTIL JUNE 3 BEFORE ATTEMPTING TO APPLY FOR EXIT 
VISA. 

2. WE CONCUR WITH EMBASSY'S PROPOSAL TO SEND MRS. 

SULSKIENE TELEGRAM PER PARAGRAPHS TWO AND THREE MOSCOW 7700. 
WE THINK IT WOULD BE APPROPRIATE FOR EMBASSY TO FOLLOW TELE- 
GRAM WITH OFFICIAL LETTER TO MRS. SULSKIENE, ALTHOUGH WE 
RECOGNIZE POSSIBILITY THAT LETTER MAY GO ASTRAY. 
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3. IF EMBASSY AND CONGEN BELIEVE SEPARATE TELEGRAM TO 
VILNIUS OVIR CHIEF WOULD IMPROVE MRS. SULSKIENE'S CHANCES 
OF RECEIVING EXIT VISA. DEPARTMENT HAS NO OBJECTION TO 
SENDING OF SUCH TELEGRAM. AS GENERAL RULE WE BELIEVE CONGEN 
RATHER THAN EMBASSY SHOULD COMMUNICATE WITH SOVIET OFFICIALS 
WITHIN LENINGRAD CONSULAR DISTRICT. GIVEN SPECIAL CIRCUM- 
STANCES OF SULSKIENE/KUDIRKA CASE, HOWEVER, WE LEAVE IT TO 
EMBASSY AND CONGEN TO DETERMINE MOST APPROPRIATE CHANNEL 
OF COMMUNICATION. RUSH 
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
